Tanker crash, 
Are Mils 15 In 
Lagos: rescue 
agency 

LAGOS (AFP) - Fifteen 
people were killed in Nige¬ 
ria's financial hub Lagos 
when a tanker loaded with 
fuel overturned and burst 
into flames, a rescue agency 
said on Wednesday 

National Emergency 
Management Agency (NE- 
MA) spokesman Ibrahim 
Farinloye told AFP initially 
that nine p eople had died m 
the accident, which hap¬ 
pened just before midnight 
(2300 GMT) on Tuesday 
"Hie fire service have 
since picked up six more 
bodies," he later added, tak¬ 
ing the death toll to 15 
The assist ait comptroller 
of the Federal Fire Service, 
Garnyu Olayiwoia, also 
confirmed 15 deaths 

"■The cause of the acci¬ 
dent was due to a brake fail¬ 
ure as the tanker lorry w r as 
trying tD manoeuvre," he 
added. 

Four houses, four buses 
and more than bO shops 
were destroyed by the fire, 
winch was extinguished 
shortly after 1 DO am local 
time on Wednesday, said 
Farinloye. 

The accident happened 
on the Apapa-Qshodi ex¬ 
pressway, which links the 
city's international airport 
with the seaport, and caused 
long delays to traffic on the 
route, which is one of the 
city's busiest. 


CHIC AG 04 (AFP) - After 
days of an arctic dull so cold 
that a Chicago zoo brought 
their polar bear inside, the 
United States woke up to a 
break in the weather Wednes¬ 
day. 

The National Weather 
Service said "a much antici¬ 
pated warm up" was expected 
aver the eastern two-thirds of 
the United States winch had 
shivered through a week of 
record-breaking cold and two 
massive snowstorms. 

But it will still be long-un¬ 
derwear and scarf weather for 
many: the weather service 
predicts temperatures will be 
15 to 25 degrees Fahrenheit 
below average in parts of the 
upper Midwest. 

And every US state except 
sunny Florida and tropical 
Hawaii were forecast to dip 
below freezing either during 
the day or overnight Wednes¬ 
day. 

Air travel, winch had been 
an utter nightmare with more 
than 13,000 flights cancelled 
since Thursday, was starting 
to slowly return to normal. 

Dn Wednesday morning 
b64 US flights had been can¬ 
celled and more than 1,000 
were delayed, according tD 
FlightAware.com, a site that 
monitors air travel.

The mast dangerous cold - 
- cold that can cause frostbite 
in minutes and death in a 
matter of hours — hit the Mid¬ 
west, as a weather phenome¬ 
non called the 'polar vortex' 
brought frigid air from the 
Arctic. 

Schools, businesses and 
government offices were 
closed. Water mams and 
household pipes froze. Air¬ 
planes were grounded, trains 
were halted and roads and 
sidew r alks became ice rinks. 
The National Guard was 
called m to help rescue hun¬ 
dreds of stranded motorists.

Tins generation is growing 
up m a digital world where 
t eclmol a gi cal r ev ol uti ons are 
an everyday occurrence A 
generation that is online con¬ 
stantly and everywhere, a 
generation for whom social 
media is not a discovery, but 


Based on extensive litera¬ 
ture research by Dr. Jos 
Aiders (bath offline and on¬ 
line, of course), die insights 
of Rene C W. Boender, Brain 
Agent and Trend teller, and a 
senes of 24 interviews with 
members of Generation Z,

This is Generation Z. 

The generations 

Bahyboamers were the 
first generation in history to 
give themselves a name. A 
fitting move for a generation 
(b o m ra u glily b etwe sn 19 4 fi 
and 19(54) that grew up m a 
tune of economic recovery,, 
technological advancement 
and social progress. In some 
literature, the Babybcomer 
generation is referred to as 
the "me generation ’’ A 
spoiled g en er ati □ n, with 
slightly narcissistic tenden¬ 
cies. But it is also the genera¬ 


tion that has been the driving 
farce behind rapid economic 
and social developments 
from the 1960s onward 
Those who fall into the Baby- 
b o omer g enerati o n age 
bracket enjoyed an ever¬ 
growing amount of rights 
(and arguably an ever-shrink¬ 
ing number of obligations) 
while they were growing up„ 
which justified a special 
moniker. 

In the meantime, there has 
been a mad scramble to 
choose a suitable name for 
every subsequent generation 
After the Eabyboomers came 
Generation X The name was 
inspired by the novel by Dou¬ 
glas Co upland (Generation 
X: Tales far an accelerated 
culture, published m 1991) 
Generation X-ers were bom 
between 1965 and 1979 
Many opine that tins is a “lost 
generation" that, never man¬ 
aged to emerge from the 
shadow o f the Babyb corners 
Having come of age during a 
period of economic stagna¬ 
tion and high unemployment 


levels for young people, tins 
generation had very few 
ideals left to fight for After 
all, the Bahyboamers had al¬ 
ready done that. 

The creative zest for nam¬ 
ing fizzled and Generation X 
gave way to Generation Y In¬ 
cident all y, tins lacklustre ef¬ 
fort illustrates what the 
Eabyboomers had claimed all 
along, namely, that Genera¬ 
tion X was completely void 
of inspiration and spoiled by 
material affluence. Genera¬ 
tion Y (bom between 19SO 
and 1995) has been dubbed a 
senes of different names, 
none of which has managed 
to stick Millennium genera¬ 
tion (because they were the 
first generation to come of 
age m the 21 st century). Gen¬ 
eration Next, Net Generation, 
Echo Boomers and Peter Pan 


Generation. A salient detail is 
that this generation either 
grew up or is growing up in 
the wake Df 9 September 
2001. As thepost-9/Il gener¬ 
ation, theirs is a world in 
which the threat of large- 
scale violence is rising after 
having declined for a number 
of decades. 

Generation Y grew up 
with the Internet mobile 
phones and email, but can 
still remember a world with¬ 
out these. They have never 
witnessed protracted eco¬ 
nomic setbacks and despite 
the increased threat of terror¬ 
ist acts, this generation has 
been led to believe that 
“everything is passible” and 
“anytiling goes ”

Obama called Merkel to 
wish her a speedy recovery 
after her recent skiing injury 
and invited her to visit at a 
"mutually agreeable time in the 
coming months," the White 
House said m a statement. 

Merkel reacted furiously 
last year to revelations that 
the National Security Agency 
had been listening in on her 
mobile phone calls, telling 
Obama in an October tele¬ 
phone call that such action 
would be a "breach of trust" 
between two allies. 

The reports in US and Eu¬ 
rope an medi a outl ets, source d 
from documents leaked by 


fugitive intelligence contrac¬ 
tor Edward Snowden, dam¬ 
aged US relations with key 
allies and were apolitical and 
personal embarrassment for 
Ob am a. 

Washington never con¬ 
firmed that the eavesdrop¬ 
ping had taken place, but 
implicitly confirmed reports 
by the careful formulation of 
its response to questions from 
reporters 

The White House said that 
US spies were not currently 
monitoring Merkel's phone 
and would not do so indie fu¬ 
ture, but would not comment 
on past surveillance activity. 

The invitation to Merkel 
comes as the White House 
tries to draw a line under the 
Snowden issue, with Obama 
poised to give a speech to

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
pension asset manager 
PGGM, one of the largest in 
the country, said on Wednes¬ 
day it was divesting from five 
Israeli banks because they fi¬ 
nance Jewish settlements m 
the occupied Palestinian ter¬ 
ritories. 

The announcement comes 
a month after a major Dutch 
water supplier ended a part¬ 
nership with an Israeli water 
company which supplies Is¬ 
raeli towns and Jewish settle¬ 
ments in the occupied West 
Bank. 

"PGGM recently decided 
to no longer invest m five Is¬ 
raeli banks," said the com¬ 
pany, which manages about 
153 billion euros ($2QS bn)in 
funds. 

"The reason for this was 
their involvement in financ¬ 
ing Israeli settlements m oc- 
cupi e d Pal estmi an 


territories," PGGM said in a 
statement 

PGGM said there was "a 
concern, as the settlements m 
the Palestinian territories are 
considered illegal under hu¬ 
manitarian law," and re¬ 
garded by international 
observers as an "important 
obstacle to a peaceful (twa- 
state) solution of the Israel - 
Palestiman conflict" 

It said it would no longer 
do business with the 
Hapoalim and Leumi banks, 
the First National Bank of Is¬ 
rael, the Israel Discount Bank 
and the Mizrahi Tefahot 
Bank. 

PGGM added it based its 
decision on a 20D4 UN Inter¬ 
national Court, of Justice rul¬ 
ing that the Jewish

Hie group said it had been

Over 1,000 ill as Japan 
tainted food scandal 
widens: report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
More people smoke worldwide 
today than in 19S0, as popula¬ 
tion growth surges and ciga¬ 
rettes gam popularity in 
countries such as China, India 
and Russia, researchers said 
Tuesday 

For instance, China boasted 
nearly IDO million more smok¬ 
ers m 2012 than it had three 
decades ago,, even though its 
smoking rate i'ell from 20 tD 24 
percent in that span, said the 
findings in the Journal of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion 

The rise in the number of 
smokers comes despite overall 
declines in the smoking rate in 
recent decades, as many peo¬ 
ple have realized the health 
dangers of tobacco, said the re¬ 
port. 

The data was published as 
part of a series of tobacco-re¬ 
lated articles to coincide with 
die SOtli anniversary of die Erst 
US Surgeon General's report 
on the risks o f smoking 


11 Since we blow that half o f 
all smokers will eventually be 
killed by tobacco, greater num¬ 
bers of smokers will mean a 
massive increase in premature 
deaths in our lifetime," said co ¬ 
author Alan Lopez of the Urn - 
versity of Melbourne 

The study, led by die Insti¬ 
tute for Health Metrics and 
Evaluation at the University o f 
Washington, measured data 
from 1S7 countries 
It found that the global 
smoking rate among men was 
41 percent, in 1980, but has 


since declined to an average of 
31 p ercent 

Among women, the esti¬ 
mated prevalence of daily to¬ 
bacco smoking was ID.I3 
percent m 19S□, and by 2012 
that had fallen to 6.2 percent. 

The most rapid decrease 
began m the mid-1990s, but 
smoking has actually risen 
again among, men since 2D IQ, 
said tiie findings. 

China had 1S2 million 
smokers in 198Q, and nearly 
2S2 million in 2D 12, it said 

India gamed 35 million 
smokers -- bringing its total to 
110 million -- even though the 
smoking rate fell from 19 to 13 
percent of the population 

Russia, where about one 
tinrd of people smoke, has 
added one million smokers 
since 19SD. 

Globally, the number of 
smokers has climbed from 721 
million in 19SO to 967 million 
in 2012 

The number of cigarettes 
smoked annually has also risen 
26 percent over the past three 
decades 

"The greatest health risks 
are likely to occur in countries 
with high prevalence and high 
consumption," said the study. 

Those countries include 
China, Greece, Ireland, Italy, 
Japan Kuwait, Korea, the 
Philippines, Uruguay, Switzer¬ 
land and Russia, it said.

The number of people af¬ 
fected by the tainted foDdhas 
now risen to over 1,000, with 
more than 2DO taken ill in the 
northern main island of 
Hokkaido alone, Jiji said 
In western Osaka prefec¬ 
ture, a nine -month-old baby 
was hospitalised with vomit¬ 
ing on Monday after eating a 
product called creamy corn 
croquettes, the report said 
Police began investigating 
the company last month after 
it revealed some of its frozen 
food had been tainted with 
m ai athi du, an agn cultural 
chemical often used to kill 
aphids m corn and rice fields 
Detectives are looking at 
tiie possibility that the pesti¬ 
cide was deliberately added to 


the food at some stage of pro¬ 
duction at a factory in Gunma, 
north of Tokyo, Jiji said. 

As of Wednesday, Manilla 
Nichiro has received about. 
630,ADO phone calls from con¬ 
sumers m connection with the 
incident including complaints 
from customers who had 
eaten tainted products and 
some repelling unusual 
odours, a company spokes¬ 
woman said 

The food maker has re¬ 
called 6.4 million potentially 
tainted products, with 1.49 
million packages recovered so 
far, she said. None of the 
products in question had been 
shipped overseas, the com¬ 
pany said. 

While food scares do hap¬ 
pen in Japan - m August 2012 
E. coli-nddled cabbage killed 
seven people and sickened 
dozens — standards are rela¬ 
tively high. 

However, a much-vaunted 
reputation for safe and high 
quality food has been badly 
affected by the Fukushima 
atomic disaster, which saw 
acres of farmland polluted by 
nuclear fall-out and many 
countries restrict agricultural 
imports from the area.

Aid three-quarters read a 
printed newspaper at least 
once a week 

These figures remained 
steady while online news read¬ 
ership has grown in recent 
years. 

Yet last year, four Canadian 
dailies switched to weekly

Tom Donohue, the Cham¬ 
ber's president and chief exec¬ 
utive, said that although the 
economy is recovering from 
the Great Recession, the up¬ 
turn m the past four years has 
been patchy 

He noted 21 million Ameri¬ 
cans are unemployed, under¬ 
employed or have given up 
looking for work and income 
growth for the middle class 
has underper fanned. 

Donohue said the sIdw re¬ 
covery was m part due to 
1 mi s gui d ed gov eminent p oli - 
cies" 

" We must fix these mistakes 
and not repeat them going for¬ 
ward," said Donohue, accord¬ 
ing to the text of a speech 
unveiling the Chamber's jobs, 
growth, and opportunity 
agenda. "Our natron's best 
days are not over, they are still 
yet to come," he said 


"No other country, no other 
people, no other society stalls 
from such a position of strength 
and advantage as we do.“ 

The world's largest econ¬ 
omy probably grew in 2013 at 
a pace between just 1 3 per¬ 
cent and 3.0 percent, he said 

"Tills year we have an op- 
p ortumty to turn the p age," he 
said. "We should do consider¬ 
ably better tins year — with 
growth accelerating to near 
3.0 percent" 

Donohue highlighted chal¬ 
lenges to economic growth, 
such as President Barack 
Obama's 1 andm ark h ealth- c are 
re fo rm, dub bed Obama care, 
which he said was costing 
jobs, “regulatory overreach", 
and concerns about, slaw 
growth m Europe, the United 
States' largest trading partner. 

"Our plan includes ideas to 
expand trade, produce more 
domestic energy, and improve 
our infrastructure — which to¬ 
gether would create millions 
of good-paying jobs. Well 
push for government reform to 
modernize a regulatory 
process that hasn't been up¬ 
dated since Harry Truman was 


president" in the early 195Qs, 
lie said. 

The Chamber's pro-business 
priorities include fixing flaws 
in Ob am ac are, protecting in¬ 
tellectual property, improving 
education and training, and 
adjusting social safety net en¬ 
titlement. programs that are 
piling up public debt 

The Chamber "will pull out 
all the stops" to get immigra¬ 
tion reform enacted tins year, 
he vowed. 

He reiterated a call for the 
Obama administration tD ap¬ 
prove immediately the Key¬ 
stone XL Pipeline project, 
which would be built through 
environmentally sensitive 
areas in the state of Nebraska, 
saying it will create jobs. 

Noting that 2014 includes 
the national mid-term elec¬ 
tions for Congress in Novem¬ 
ber, Donohue said the

France fines Google maximum 
penalty in data privacy row 


PARIS (AFP) - France's data 
protection watchdog on 
Wedne sd ay fine d Go o gl e 
150,000 euros (*205,000)- the 
maximum possible - far failing 
to comply with its privacy 
guidelines for personal data. 

Hie fine, though tiny for a 
group that made $15 billion m 
one quarter last year, is the reg¬ 
ulator's biggest ever and fol¬ 
lows m the wake of other 
European nations cracking 
down on Google's increasingly 
controversial privacy polices. 

The watchdog, the CNIL, 
also ordered the US Internet 
giant, to publish a statement re¬ 
lating to its decision on its 
French homepage for at least 4 3 
hours within die next, eight days. 

Google was informed of die 
decision on January 3, die 
CNIL said m a statement. 

France's fine follows 
Google's introduction m 2012 
o f a new privacy policy which 
enables it to track user activity 
across its services including die 
search engine, Gmail and 
YouTube 

Hie changes make it easier 
for Google to collect and 
process data that could be used 
by advertisers to target individ¬ 
uals, thereby increasing the 
comp any's revenue potential 

Hie CNIL had asked Google 
to inform web users in France 
how it processes their personal 


data and to define exactly how 
long diey can store die inferma- 
0011 

It had also requested diat the 
U S gi ant ob tain user p emu ssi oil 
before storing cookies on their 
computers, referring to files that 
track web surfing unbeknownst 
to die user. 

Google has always main¬ 
tained that its treatment of data 
gadhered from users is in line 
with European law and has pre¬ 
viously refused to address die 
specific French requirements 
directly. 

In an email, Google France 
said it. had done its best to ex¬ 
plain its privacy policies to the 
CNIL and how they improved 
service for its users. 

Hie issue of data protection 
has gathered steam worldwide 
foil owing revelations by Ed¬ 
ward Snowden, a former con¬ 
tractor with the National 
Security Agency, that the US 
had a vast, secret programme 
called PRISM to monitor Inter¬ 
net users 

Google has defended the 
changes it made on die grounds 
that they simplify and standard¬ 
ise its approach across its vari¬ 
ous services 

But critics argue that the pol¬ 
icy, which o ffers no ability to 
apt out aside from refraining 
from signing into Google serv¬ 
ices, gives the operator of the 


world's largest search engine 
unprecedented ability to moni¬ 
tor its users' tastes and purchas¬ 
ing patterns. 

Determined to confront the 
US giant, m late 2012 die na¬ 
tional privacy regulators from 
all EU members ordered 
Google to comply with EU pri¬ 
vacy norms in a concerted ac¬ 
tion. 

Six countries -- France, Ger¬ 
many, Britain, Italy, Spam, and 
the Netherlands — went a step 
further m April, actually declar¬ 
ing Google m violation of the 
law. 

Last month, Spam's data pro¬ 
tection watchdog ordered 
Google to pay a 9D0.00O-eii.ro 
hue for "serious violations" of 
users' privacy

Football: Qatar World Cup 
debate gathers pace at FIFA 



PARIS (AFP) - The timing of 
the 2022 World Cup in Qatar 
brought further trouble for 
FI FA Wedne sd ay with its num¬ 
ber two official ruling out a 
June-July tournament only to 
be told by international foot¬ 
ball's governing body that the 
matter was still under consid¬ 
eration 

Tlie scheduling of the tour¬ 
nament has been hotly debated 
ever since FIFA controver¬ 
sially awarded it to Qatar m 
December 2DID, especially 
over fears that the summer 
heat in the Gulf emirate would 
be dangerous for players and 
fans alike. 

"The dates for the World 
Cup (in Qatar) will not be 
June-July, “ Jerome Yalcke, tire 
FIFA se ceil ary general and the 
second most powerful man in 
international football, told 
Radio France. 

"To be honest, I think it will 
be held between November 15 
and January 15 at tire latest 

"If you play between No¬ 
vember 15 and the end of De¬ 
cember that's the tune when 
the weather conditions are 
best, when you can play in 
temperatures equivalent to a 
warm spring season m Europe, 
averaging 25 degrees. 

However, FIFA reacted 
swiftly to Valcke's comments 
by saying they were Ins per¬ 
sonal views and that no formal 
decision to move tire date of 
the tournament would be taken 
before tins year's World Cup 
finals in Brazil starting in June. 

"Secretary General Jerome 
Valcke explained today in the 
Radio France interview -- as 
he had already mentioned pre¬ 
viously — that m his view the 
2022 FIFA World Cup must 
take place in winter and the 
best possible time frame would 
be 15 November to 15 Janu¬ 


ary." said FIFA 
“As the event will not be 
played until eight years' tune 
the consultation process will 
not be lushed and will be given 
the necessary time to consider 
all of the elements relevant for 
a decision 

"Consequently, no decision 
will be taken before the up¬ 
coming 2014 FIFA World Cup 
Brazil as agreed by the FIFA 
executive committee.“ 

Valcke did not say whether 
he favoured a World Cup in the 
winter of 2021 -22 Dr 2022-23, 
but the deciding factor could 
be the timing of the Winter 
Olympics m early 2022 
Hie president o f FIFA Sepp 
Blatter, has also voiced sup poll 
for a winter World Cup with a 
preference for November-De- 
cemb er over January-February. 

The awarding of the 2D22 
World Cup to Qatar lias been 
beset by criticism, especially 
over the searing heat that 
bakes the Gulf emirate in the 
summer when the tournament 
is traditionally held. 

Calls had grown increas¬ 
ingly strident to switch it to the 
winter time to accomodate 
players and supporters. 

But tins ran into opposition 
fi'om European dubs, who 
would lose their top players for 
several weeks in the middle of 
the season and from die Inter¬ 


national Olympic Committee 
fearful of any competition with 
the 2022 Winter Olympics. 

Qatari World Cup organisers 
reacted with caution to Val¬ 
cke's words, saying they would 
follow whatever directives 
they received from FIFA 

There was particular anger 
m England at FIFA giving the 
2022 World Cup to Qatar, a 
country, with little football tra¬ 
dition, while scorning the at¬ 
tempt by England, the sport's 
birthplace, to host, the 2013 
edition. 

Jim Boyce, a FIFA vice- 
president from the British con¬ 
trolled province of Northern 
Ireland, said he was "totally 
surprised" by Valcke's decision 
to state what “may have been 
ins personal opinion, even 
though there had been a wide¬ 
spread belief the 2022 World 
Cup could not be played in the 
summer due to the heat.

ASUJA (AFP | - Nigeria’s 
John Obi Mikel is hoping 
to be crowned Africa’s 
best player at the Confed¬ 
eration of African Football 
awards this week, he said 
on Wednesday. 

The Chelsea midfielder 
is vying for the presti¬ 
gious award with the Ivo¬ 
rian pair of Yaya Toure, of 
English Premier League 
rivals Manchester City, 
and Didler Drogba, from 
Turkish club Galatasaray. 

The 26-year-old helped 
Nigeria win a third Africa 
Cup of Nations in Febru¬ 
ary last year and also 
qualify for a fifth World 
Cup finals in November. 
He also won a first-ever 
UEFA Europa League title 
for his club side. 

Rashidi Yekini, Emmanuel 
Amuneke and Victor 
Ikpeba have previously 
won the CAF player of the 
year award but former Ar¬ 
senal ace Nwankwo Kanu 
was the last Nigeria star to 
clinch ft in 1399.

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NEW YORK (AFP) - Former Atlanta Braves star pitchers Greg Maddux and Tom Glavine 
and retired superstar slugger Frank Thomas were elected to the Baseball Kail of Fame 
in voting announced on Wednesday. Maddux and Glavfne became the first first-time 
eligible pitchers elected together since Walter Johnson and Christy Mathews on in the 
inaugural 1935 class and the first regular starters from the same team's rotation to be 
elected to the US sporting shrine in the same year since 1949. Maddux won 355 games, 
eighth-best on the all-time Major League Baseball list, with a 3.15 earned-run average 
over 23 seasons, including 18 in which he won the Gold Glove for fielding skill. He 
won four Cy Young Awards in a row as the National League's best pitcher from 1392 
through 1995 with the Braves, Chicago Cubs, Los Angeles Dodgers and San Diego. 
Glavine took two Cy Young awards and won 305 games over 22 seasons. Thomas bat¬ 
ted .301 with 521 home runs and 1,704 runs batted in over 13 major league seasons 
with the Chicago White Sox, Toronto and Oakland. The trio will be enshrined July 27 
at Cooperstown, New York, along with three long-time managers - Bobby Cox T Joe 
Torre and Tony La Russa - who were named by the expansion era committee last 
month.

Skis, speed, signs ruled 
out as cause of 
Schumacher accident

ALBERTVILLE (AFP) - In¬ 
vestigators probing Michael 
Schumacher's accident an 
Wednesday ruled out faulty 
skis, inadequate signage and 
excessive speed as possible 
causes of his life-threatening 
off-piste fall in the French 
Alps. 

They said that signs marking 
the edge of the piste Schu¬ 
macher shed off just before 
the accident on December 29 
were in line with legal require¬ 
ments, Ins rented skis were in 
perfect condition, and that the 
Formula One legend had ap¬ 
peared m control of his speed. 

Tire seven-time world cham¬ 
pion has been in a medically- 
induced coma since he fell on 
air off-piste section between 
two regular slopes in tire ski re¬ 
sort of Meribel and slammed 
Ins head on a rock, prompting 
Ins evacuation to a hospital in 
the city of Grenoble. 

Investigators are seeking to 
determine why the accident 
happened, and whether anyone 
-- the resort, the ski rental 
shop, S diumacher inmsel f - is 
at fault. 


Patrick Quincy, the prosecu¬ 
tor m charge of the probe, told 
reporters at a press conference 
that rules determining how to 
mark the edges of ski slop es nr 
France had been respected" 
and that the racing driver had 
deliberately shed into tire off- 
piste area. 

Hie skis, meanwhile, were 
"not the cause of the accident" 
and tire bindings were "m go od 
condition", said Stephane 
Bozoii one of the policemen 
involved m tire probe, foliow- 
mg speculation a safety release 
on Schumacher's skis did not 
operate properly. 

Much has been said about a 
camera that Schumacher had 
strapped onto Ins helmet at tire 
tune of the accident, and investi¬ 
gators said drey had been able to 
retn eve tire footage and I o ok at it 

Schumacher's manager 
Sabine Kehm had denied last 
week that he was skiing fast 
"because it appears he helped a 
friend who had just fallen" 

Quincy said the footage on 
the camera lasted only two 
minutes, but that tire racer can¬ 
not be seen helping anyone
